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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to Amendment filed on 12/3 1/03. 

2. Claims 2 - 22 are presented for examination. Claim 1 is canceled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
attorney John W. Fitzpatrick on 3/1 1/04. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 15 and 16, please change the term "widely" in "end surface to be widely spaces 
apart" to -predetermined distance-. 

In claim 19, please change "gogether" on line 2 of the claim to - together—. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2 -22 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of prior art 
does not show a rotary electric machine including an armature winding mounted in a stator core 
with the armature winding having junctions in first group of three phase- winding, and a second 
group of three phase-windings having output ends and input ends, wherein the input ends 
respectively connected in series to the junctions of the first group, wherein each junction of the 
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first group and one of the input ends of the second group connected thereto is disposed on the 
axial end surface of the stator core to be widely spaced apart from another junction. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
